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HERE’S WHAT WE’LL COVER! 
 

8:45 a.m.   “Deciding Who Is Eligible For UI Benefits” Provides an overview of the primary issues affecting 
employee eligibility and employer liability for Unemployment Insurance benefits. Includes a discussion of quits, 
discharges, offers of work, work available, and how terms such as ‘able to work’ and ‘available for work’ are defined 
by UI. Offers an opportunity for the audience to ask, and get answers to, questions about how and why UI benefits 
are paid. 
 

10:15 a.m.   “How to Conduct a Labor Standards Self-Audit” Explains how employers can conduct a “self-audit” 
to assess their current compliance with various labor standards laws. Provides information about the Labor 
Standards Bureau’s wage claims process and audits, including potential penalties that can be assessed against 
employers. Also covers topics such as an explanation of time and payroll record-keeping requirements of state law 
and suggestions as to how employers should document their fringe benefits, work rules, and disciplinary action 
policies. 
 

12:30 p.m. “You Be the UI Judge” Reviews actual, contested UI case summaries, allowing the audience to decide 
how they would rule if they were the Administrative Law Judge. Covers issues such as discharges, quits, 
suspensions due to physical restrictions, and other miscellaneous specialty areas. Cases chosen and session led 
by an experienced UI Administrative Law Judge. 
 

2:00 p.m.  “Understanding The Principles Of The Worker’s Compensation Law” Focuses both on an 
overview of the key principles underlying the WC system and on practical, useful ideas for employers to implement 
in handling WC claims. Includes advice on establishing an effective injury reporting process, receiving employee 
accident reports, communicating with WC insurance carriers, investigating reports of work-related injuries, and 
steps to follow when presenting evidence on behalf of employers at hearings.

CAROL KINCAID Carol is an Unemployment Benefit Specialist currently assigned to the Disputed Claims unit.  She 
has worked in UI for about 25 years as an adjudicator, a Quality Control auditor, and a fraud investigator.  In her 
current position she trains and evaluates adjudicators, provides technical assistance on more complex claims, acts 
as an expert witness in UI appeals hearings, and responds to inquiries from employers, claimants and the 
legislature.  Carol received a B.S. in Political Science from the University of Wisconsin-Whitewater in 1973. 
 

ROBERT ANDERSON has been with the Department since 1975 and had been the state's labor standards audit 
and wage claim section chief since 1978.  He also has been an equal rights field investigator for two years.  
Currently, he is the Director of the Labor Standards Bureau of the Equal Rights Division.  He is a 1970 graduate of 
the University of Wisconsin-Oshkosh. 
 

WILLIAM D. MCKEOWN is an Unemployment Insurance Division Administrative Law Judge working out of DWD's 
Milwaukee Hearing office.  He conducts formal hearings and issues written decisions covering eligibility for 
Unemployment Insurance and related issues.  He has been with DWD since 1974.  He is a 1970 graduate of John 
Carroll University, University Heights, Ohio with a B.A. in History.  His law degree was received in 1973 from the 
Catholic University of America, Washington, D.C. 
 

SHERMAN MITCHELL has been an Administrative Law Judge in the Worker's Compensation Division for 18 years.  
He is the Chief Attorney and Supervisor of the Milwaukee and Appleton Hearings Offices.  He received a Bachelor 
of Arts degree in Mass Communications and Journalism from the University of Wisconsin - Milwaukee in 1977, and 
a Juris Doctor degree from the University of Wisconsin in Madison in 1982.
